| Sasyk ‘threat’ gets Ma Bell 
| to act on use of phone poles

“<what’s good for the goose is good for 
the gander,” Madison Mayor Mike 
Sasyk told the Press-Record in explain- 
ip his unusual demand last week that 
Iinois Bell obtain a permit from city 
hall before doing any heavy work in the 
city. 

Asked if his motive was to “put 
pressure on (the telephone company) to 
get it off dead center (on the issue of 
giving the city permission to string 
¢ables on telephone poles for the alarm 
system), Sasyk responded, ‘That's ex- 
actly what I’ve‘done.”” 

It was reported that Sasyk spotted a 
telephone company installer in City 
Hall late last week and told him he 
could not work in the city until he ob- 

‘tained a permit for the work and was 
« accompanied by a city ‘‘engineer."’ The 
installer reported it to his supervisor 
and the situation was immediately 
Felayed to Springfield and, eventually, 
Chicago, the Press-Record has learned 
Lester Herrin, manager of installa- 


tion and maintenance for Granite City 
and East St. Louis, was reluctant to 
discuss the situation Monday, other 
than to say, ‘There was a question 
about it at the end of last week, but I 
think it is resolved. 

“The city didn’t stand firm on what it 
was requesting. What ever his 
(Sasyk’s) thinking was, it was changed 
after talking with our people,” Herrin 
stated. 

Sasyk said his thinking changed only 
when the phone company resumed 
discussions on granting the city permis- 
sion to string cable for the citywide 
alarm system on telephone poles. Il- 
linois Power Co. has already granted 
such permission. 

Sasyk contended that some of the 
telephone company’s demands were too 
strict, including expensive insurance 
requirements to protect against a 
yawsuit in the event of an injury or ex- 
tensive property damage from a pole 
being struck. 

“We wanted to do the same with them 
we did with Illinois Power. There were 


Probation is given 
in cocaine death 


James R. Parmley, 29, of 2500 
Delmar Ave. has been sentenced to 30 
months of probation for involuntary 
manslaughter in the Jan. 26, 1982, death 
of his wife, Sandra. 

She was 26 years old when she suc- 
cumbed to cocaine overdose. Her death 
was hidden from public knowledge for 
weeks and almost did not become 

* generally known. A funeral employee 
cooperated with an unnamed relative in 
blocking usual announcements that the 
death had occurred. 

A second count of involuntary 
manslaughter against Parmley was 
dismissed this month by Circuit Judge 
Paul J. O'Neill, who sentenced him to 
four-year probation and a $3,000 fine for 
possession of a controlled substance. 

The Granite: Cityan was indicted 
three times on April 2 and submitted 
pleas on Jan. 3, 1983. 

fhe involuntary manslaughter 
charges allege he injected the drug into 


his wife and then failed to seek prompt 
medical aid for her. 

It was contended he injected cocaine 
into Mrs. Parmley twice during a party 
at their home after a woman guest 
already had given her one injection. 

The woman who gave the first injec- 
tion was granted immunity from pro- 
secution in return for testimony. 

She allegedly gave Mrs. Parmley one 
injection of cocaine earlier in the party 
and said Parmley then gave his wife 
two more injections between 9 p.m. and 
1 am. Court documents alleged he 
knew such injections could cause 
serious harm. 

He was charged with allowing his 
wife to “suffer from an overdose of 
drugs for a period of several hours, and 
failing to give or summon help until her 
physical condition was so deteriorated 
that she became comatose.” 

When Parmley returned home from

Close Corn Sweeteners

Archer Dagiels Midland Co. (ADM) 
will permanently close its Corn 
Sweeteners Inc. caramel coloring pro- 
cessing facility at the west end of the 
19th Street Overpass tomorrow, leaving 
20 people out of work. 

The decision to close the plant, which 
manufactures caramel coloring used in 
foods, was made in December because 
“the market just does not justify that 
plant,” said Richard Burket, vice presi- 
dent at ADM headquarters in Decatur. 

In addition to slow growth in the food 
market, Burket said, there also “has 
been some erosion in the marketplace” 
and ADM could not ‘‘justify putting 
more money into that plant.”’ 

Employees were notified of the clos- 
ing ‘‘early- this month or late 
December’”’ he added. 


It had-been rumored that Corn 
Sweeteners would close because it 
could not meet the city’s sewage treat- 
ment requirments for discharging 
caramel coloring and its byproducts in- 
to the sewer system. 

Burket said, ‘It could have been a 
factor, but it was not the factor.’’ Treat- 
ment plant officials disagreed 

Terrence McMillan, superintendent 
of the Granite City Sewage Treatment 
Plant, said ‘that’s not true. The pre- 


treatment ergeram had not progressed 
that far with that company to have been 


an issue."” 

Pre-treatment and assessment at 
ADM had not begun and McMillan said 
there is no specific regulation dealing 
with caramel coloring. Had a study 
been done at ADM by treatment plant 
Officials, any permits issued later

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Prosecution rests in 
Zevallos kidnap trial

In emotional testimony lasting one 
hour and 10 minutes yesterday, Rosalie 
Jean Zevallos described the events 
which took place while she and her hus- 
band, Dr. Hector Zevallos, were held 
captive from Aug. 12 to Aug. 20 by the 
“army of God,” an anti-abortion group 

Mrs. Zevallos took the stand in U.S. 
District Judge William Beatty's cour- 
troom in Alton as the last witness for 
the prosecution, telling of the fear she 
felt throughout the ordeal and identify- 
ing defendant Don Benny Anderson as 
one of her captors. 

Mrs. Zevallos’ voice cracked as she 
described how three men were invited 
into her home by Dr. Zevallos, who 
thought that they were interested in 
buying land that the doctor had for sale. 
Mrs. Zevallos stated that she was in an 
upstairs bedroom when the men 
entered the home and that she went into 
the downstairs breakfast area, where 
she saw three men and her husband 


standing around the table. After in- 
viting them to ‘make themselves com- 
fortable,”” she excused herself to con- 
tinue her work upstairs. Some time 
later, Mrs. Zevallos testified, she heard 
the men and Dr. Zevallos leave, assum- 
ing that they were going to look at the 
property. 

Mrs. Zevilos seemed to choke slightly 
as she stated that she then went 
downstairs, made a bowl of popcorn 
and settled in the downstairs family 
room. “I had this bow] of popcorn there 
and was just going to enjoy the even- 
ing,” she said. 

When one of the younger men burst 
into the room and came at her with a 
gun, Mrs. Zevallos testified that she 
fainted for a short time and, when she 
came to, the man said, ‘I am not going 
to rape you, I’m going to tie you up.”” 

Mrs. Zevallos said that the man im- 
mediately blindfolded and gagged her 
and secured her hands in front of her 
with handcuffs. He then asked her 
several times if there was any money in 


the house and Mrs. Zevallos responded 
that she had approximately $200 in her 
wallet upstairs. She testified that he led 
her upstairs, where she heard him shuf- 
fling papers, presumably going through 
her wallet. 

At this time, ‘Mrs. Zevallos, a former 
Granite Cityan, testified that she was 
asking about Dr. Zevallos, crying as 
she said she asked him, ‘‘Where is Hec- 
tor? How is Hector? Is he OK? Is Hec- 
tor OK?” She stated that by this time, 
she heard two voices as they told her he 
was outside and that he was fine. 

She then was carried outside, where 
they told her she was to be tied to atree 
and then released later. The witness 
again cried as she explained that she 
called out to Dr. Zevallos, “Hector, are 
you there? Are you OK?” to which he 
answered, “Yes, Jean, I'm alright. Ate 
you alright?” Mrs. Zevallos responded, 
“Yes, for sure, Hector. I’m alright.” 

Mrs. Zevallos then testified that they 
were taken to a car, where they heard.a

Chrysler has good news 


The Tri-City Regional Port District 
and the Chrysler Corporation were 
notified by U.S. Senator John Dan- 
forth’s office that the Foreign Trade 
Zone 3la Subzone had been approved 
for the Chrysler assembly plant at Fen- 
ton, Mo. 


“This is the normal procedure that 
the U.S. senator representing the 
district where the zone or subzone is 
authorized is notified fri: The Port 
District expects to receive official 
notification within the next few days. At 
that time, we will meet with Chrysler 
and the St. Louis Customs office to set 
this operation in motion,”’ said Carl 
Ranft, general manager of the Tri-City 
Regional Port District. 


The port district board has pursued 
the subzone because it will enable 
motors and parts imported by Chrysler 
from foreign countries to remain in the 


ptant, duty-free, until the automobiles 
are assembled. At the end of the 
assembly line, Chrysler pays the im- 
port duties on the foreign parts in each 
vehicle. 

In addition te imported parts, there 
are more than $300 million worth of 
parts that are manufactured in both Il- 
linois and Missouri which are sent to 
this plant each year. There are more 
than 2,400 workers employed at the 
Fenton plant and many are from the 
Quad-City area. It was announced this 


month that the Fenton plant will ex: 
pand its production and additional peo- 
ple will be employed. 

“The Port District feels that the Sub: 
zone designated is very important to 
our area and the port is proud to be able 
to playa part in keeping this industry 
competitive,” Ranft concluded. 


Approval of the subzone may be only 
the first good news from Chrysler this 
week. A news conference was to be held 
this morning at which Missouri Gover- 
nor Christopher Bond and Gerald 
Greenwald, vice chairman of Chrysler 
Corp.,.were expected to announce the 
reopening of Assembly Plant Number 
‘Two, the old truck assembly plant.

Receivable taxes are not 
. the same as those already 
paid, nor are purchase com- 
mitments the same as pur- 
chase payments, the Granite 
City school system has noted 
in explaining its fund 
balances.

Effective July 1, 1979, to 
conform to new accounting 
requirements for govern- 
mental financial reports, 
Granite City schools chang- 
ed their method of accoun- 
ting for property taxes and 
purchase commitments 

Finance Director Norman 
Owea said this week, ‘In 
prior years, estimated pro- 
perty taxes to be collected on 
the current year’s levy were 
recorded as a receivable as 
of June 30 and were included 
in revenue for the fiscal year 

’ then ending. 

“However, in each such 
year, the current year’s tax 
ievy is not yet available. 

“Distribution of the cur- 
rent levy is not made in time 
to pay current operating ex- 
penditures which exist as of 
June 301 

“Therefore, because the 
funds are not available—and 
because the purpose of the 
levy is to-fund the subse- 
quent school year’s expen- 
ditures—the estimated taxes 
to be collected on the current 
year’s levy are now being 
recorded as a receivable and 
as deferred revenue at June 
30. These taxes then are 
reflected as revenue ‘in the 
subsequent period when col- 
lected.‘* 

‘The new accounting ap- 
proach was released by the 
National Council on Govern- 


mental Accounting as 
“Statement 1, Governmental 
Accounting and Financial 
Reporting Principles.” 
Owea said, ‘This change 
was made by the school 
district to conform to the ac- 
counting requirements in 
Statement 1 and also to more 
properly match tax revenues 
against the expenditures for 
which the taxes were levied 
“In prior years, a pur- 
chase commitment was 
recorded as an expenditure 
and as a liability when the 
commitment was made. Ef- 
fective July 1, 1979, the ex- 
penditure and related liabili- 
ty are recorded at the time 
that the commitment 
becomes an actual liability 


of the district 

“Prior years’ financial 
statements were: not 
restated to reflect the effect 
of these changes in accoun- 
ting policies. Consequently, 
some comparisons may be 
more difficult to make: 

“The effect of these ac- 
counting changes on July 
1979 fund balances and on 
operations for the year en- 
ding in June 1980 involved 
deducting net receivable 
taxes of $9,157,633 and ad- 
ding purchase commitments 
of $1,356,382. 

“These reduced the 
$7,727,343 fund balance 
previously reported to 
minus-$73,908 as of June 30, 
1979.”

and the* U.S. attorney on 
their cooperation, he said the 
problem is with-the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons. The 
“Joint bust,” he said, was 
part of ‘‘a new spirit of 
cooperation’? between 
federal and county 
authorities.

It is D Day, minus five. Granite City 
school officials hope to publicly adopt 
sweeping cost reductions on Tuesday 
evening, Feb. 1. 

Board members met both Monday 
and Tuesday nights and will convene 
again at 7 p.m. tomorrow for an ex- 
ecutive session on ‘continuation of per- 
sonnel.”” 

Plans were made during a brief 
general session Monday night to con- 
gratulate Gene Baker, South High 
School soccer coach, on his selection as 
best soccer coach in the nation. 

Superintendent B. J. Davis said after 
Tuesday’s 11 p.m. adjournment that 
considerable progress has been made 
in the board’s deliberations. 

“Matters of budgetary projections 
and cost control” have occupied the 
Board of Education for many weeks 
and the public has taken keen interest 
in the decisions to be made. About 25 
citizens attended Monday night but left 
after the board decided to talk in an ex- 
ecutive session about negotiations and 
personnel. No spectators were present 
when the recessed meeting was resum- 
ed Tuesday evening. 

The board announced Dec. 18 it is 
considering closing North High School, 
Prather Junior High School, Coolidge 
Junior High School and up to four 
elementary schools. 

It also is studying honorably dismiss- 
ing more than 100 employees and reduc- 
ing or eliminating various school pro- 

ams. 

Officials have said they hope to main- 
tain quality academic instruction while 
giving less emphasis than in the past to 
extracurricular and peripheral ser- 
vices. 

Public statements have indicated 
that school district costs exceed 
revenue by $5 million a year. With the 
enrollment at 9,500 and decreasing, it 
would be physically possibly to operate 
with fewer schools and still only utilize 
90 percent of the remaining buildings’ 
capacity. 

In addition to the problem of its 
budget imbalance, the district expects 
to borrow $7,700,000 this year to meet 
operating costs in the education 
fund—$6 million from first-year tax an- 


ticipation warrants and $1,700,000 from 
second-year warrants. 

In order to begin second-year borrow- 
ing this spring, the district will take in- 
itial action Feb. 15 on a tentative 1983-84 
budget. , 

Hope has been voiced by officials that 
they can end the income-cost im- 
balance and begin eliminating second- 
year borrowing. 

Building fund borrowing may exceed 
$500,000 this year. 

The dozen cost cutbacks under con- 
sideration are: 

1. Consolidation of the two high 
schools into one, for an estimated sav- 
ing of $1,300,000. 

2. Consolidation of junior high 
schools—three into two schools, 
$400,000 saving, or three into one, 


},000. 

3. Closing of elementary schools—one 
for a saving of $185,000; two, $370,000; 
three, $555,000; or four schools, $740,000 
saving. 

4. Adjustments of elementary pro- 
grams for a saving of $1,350,000, in- 
cluding deletions of elementary 
physical education for a $196,300 sav- 
ing, elementary vocal instruction 
$151,000, elementary band programs 
$45,300, elementary learning centers 
$196,300, assigning one principal to each 
two ‘grade schools, saving of $131,700, 
attaining a class e average of 30 
students, $536,000, and dismissing 
elementary nurses, $90,600. If nine, ten, 
11 or 12 elementary schools are open, 
the above savings would be propor- 
tionately less, when combined with the 
$185,000-per-school savings. 

5. Adjustment of special education 
services, $150,000. 

6. Reduction or elimination of ex- 
tracurricular activities, a range of 
$56,000 to $300,000 in yearly savings 
depending on which programs are 
chosen. 

7. Limiting of office and student- 
related supplies and materials to $25 
per pupil per building. Based on the 
projected 1983-84 enrollment of about 
9,500, this would save $250,000. 

8. Alternate day, full-day 
kindergarten instead of a half-day class 
every day, $26,000. 

9. Reduction in data processing ser- 
vices by an estimated $75,000. 


10. Adjustment of student fees to in- 


crease school income. Each dollar in- - 


crease would generate $9,500. If the 
total fee were $20, this would produce 
an additional $85,000 in revenue com- 
pared to 1982-83. 

11. Reduction of central staff ad- 
ministrators, supervisors, coor- 
dinators, maintenance and secretarial 
personnel. This saving has not been 
estimated. The extent of cutbacks 
would depend on other reductions and 
the resulting need for district-wide 
supervision. 

12. Staff cuts. Total reductions in the 
school district staff for ’83-84 are listed 
as in excess of 100 employees (teachers, 
administrators, custodians, 
secretaries, etc.). 

Supt. Davis has said, “‘We can bor-. 
row only 85 percent against any one 
year’s tax revenues. It is necessary to 
borrow the entire 85 percent of 1983 
education fund taxes, plus an estimated 
$1.7 million against 1984 tax collections. 

“By law, a district cannot borrow 
beyond 85 percent of its second year’s 
tax collections. 

“We also may need to borrow $578,000 
in the building fund—$217,000 from last 
year and $361,000 this year. 

“With needed repairs that will have 
to be done, this deficit will be difficult to 
reduce without additional revenue. Had 
the district been successful in passing 
the 1980 building fund tax referendum, 
the building fund would be self- 
supporting. 

“As the enrollment growth trend 
reversed itself, state revenues began to 
decline and the loss of income surpass- 
ed our containment of costs. 

“A district loses revenue, with the loss 
of each pupil, but it takes the loss of 
many students before staff can be 
reduced. Fixed charges do not decline 
unless facilities are consolidated. 

“Mandated programs have not been 
fully funded, and both state aid and the 
corporate replacement tax payments 
will not be as much as expected. The 
state withheld one.complete state “aid 
payment this past June. 

“Inflation has increased our costs, 
and the economic conditions here have 
aggravated our dilemma, but the state 
simply does not have money at present 
to help us find a_ solution,” the 
superintendent concluded. 


Cueto's allegations are 
sent to attorney general

A harsh, five-page letter written by 
Belleville attorney Amiel Cueto that 
criticizes Madison County State’s At- 
torney Don Weber, as well as a 
response letter from Weber, will be sent 
to Illinois Attorney General Neil Har- 
tigan, the Press-Record has learned. 

Madison County circuit judges met 
Tuesday night and voted to forward a 
copy of the letter to Hartigan “for ac- 
tion or recommendation,” according to 
Chief Circuit Judge A. A. Matoesian. 

The letter from Cueto, dated Jan. 14, 
was sent to Judge Matoesian, the 
Madison County Board and the Bar 
Association’s Disciplinary Commission 
and accuses Weber of various wrongdo- 
ings — from knowingly prosecuting an 
innocent man to conspiracy. 

“The judges meet on a regular basis 
to discuss matters like this. We get in- 
put from all the judges,” Matoesian 
said and added that the decision to turn 
the letter, and Weber’s response, over 
to Hartigan was the only thing the 
judges could do. 

Although they tend to disagree on all 
other aspects of the allegations, both 
Cueto and Weber said they expect the 
issue to end up on Hartigan’s desk. 

“They’re not doing anything more 
than I expected. That was the whole 
purpose of the letter in the first place,” 
Cueto told the Press-Record. 

Since newspaper accounts appeared 
last week about the letter, Cueto said 
his telephone has been ringing con- 
tinuously and he has ‘“‘not received one 
critical telephone call.”’ 

Of 40 calls, Cueto says most of them 


support him and many have leveled 
their own allegations, some serious and 
“some frivolous and some ridiculous,” 
the attorney said. 

Cueto says he is not going to take ac- 
tion on behalf of anyone else filing com- 
plaints with his office and, instead, has 
been telling people to write the 
Disciplinary Commission or the at- 
torney general’s office. “I’ve got to 
make a living, I’ve got better things to 
do,” Cueto said of the telephone calls. 

Many of the callers have sympathiz- 
ed with Marvin Darling, former ad- 
ministrative assistant in Weber’s of- 
fice, who first went to Cueto with 
charges against Weber of misconduct 
after Darling was dismissed or left his 
position. 

Darling went to Cueto earlier this 
month concerning a case in which 
Cueto was representing Roger Cook, 
who alleges he was wrongfully pro- 
secuted for rape by Weber, and asked 
the attorney to be a witness. 

Cueto contends Darling put him in a 
“peculiar situation’ and the attorney 
said he had no choice but to forward the 
information Darling gave him. Ac- 
cording to the Illinois Bar Association 
Code of Professional Responsibility, 
Cueto ‘‘could have been guilty of a 
breach of ethical responsibility’ by 
keeping quiet. 

“I'm glad I had the opportunity to 
report it,’ Cueto said, adding that he 
believes what he said in the letter. 

Weber said he also has received sup- 
port since the letter was made public — 
even from some who openly claim to 
dislike the state’s attorney. 

Members of the Madison County Bar 


Association, with which Weber has 
openly feuded in the past, offered sup- 
port and “‘courthouse people”’ also have 
told Weber they are behind him. 

Although he has. not heard from as 
many individuals as officials, he said, 
“Generally, I think the public realizes 
I’m dealing with a couple of lunatics.” 

Several county board members, 
“both Republican and Democrat,” 
have spoken to Weber about the letter 
and “they think the whole thing is 
lunacy,” he said. 

Weber commended the media in its 
coverage of the issue and said he 
believes news stories were “‘accurate.”” 
Although Weber contends he is taking. 
the letter ‘‘with a grain of salt,” he ad- 
mitted that, ‘frankly, I feel intimidated 
by this whole Cueto-Greathouse tung.” 

Weber was to seek an indictment last 
week against Walter ‘‘Shang’’ 
Greathouse, a member of the zoning 
board of appeals and president of the 
Metro-East Sanitary District, in an 
alleged bribery case, but asked a grand 
jury to hold up on the case a week ago, 

Cueto is an attorney for the MESD 
and again told the Press-Record that 
“Greathouse did not have anything to 
do with this.’” 


While Weber has-said there is an ap- 


pearance of “‘impropriety”’ in the situa- 
tion, he said Wednesday that he is ‘‘not 
so sure” of Cueto’s motives in sending 
the letter to officials. ‘I know what 
Marvin’s motives are. It’s sour 
grapes,” he said. 

It is not known whether Hartigan will 
make a recommendation or take action 
on the letter.

Woices echoed—like bounced off the 
. walls,” she explained. When pro- 
é 'secuting attorney Frederick Hess ask- 
ed her about her state of mind at this 
time, she responded, ‘‘I really thought 
we were going to die. I seriously 
thought we were going to die right 
there. I couldn’t keep from crying, I 
just wasn’t very brave at all.” 

The “‘cave” turned out to be a seed 
storage bunker two miles west of Il-, 
Miapolis, IN., near Decatur. The Quonset 
‘bunker is owned by Dekel» 
‘Agricultural Research Co. 

« Mrs. Zevallos stated that she and ' Dr. 
Zevallos did not understand why they 
hhad been abducted until several days 
tater, when they instructed Dr. Zevallos 
to repeat a message they gavehim ‘a 
few words at a time” into a tape 
recorder. She testified that, although 
Dr. Zevallos did not want to make the 
recording, he did so out of fear for his 
life. “They told us that if he did not- 
‘make the recording (which they were 
fold would be sent to President 
Reagan), he (Dr. Zevallos) would be 
executed,” she stated. 

Throughout the ordeal, Mrs. Zevallos 
testified, their captors would then 
threaten their lives and lie to them 
bout releasing them. “I was so 
distraught. We just didn’t know from 
minute to minute if we would die. We 
couldn’t trust them because they lied 
about so many things,”’ she said. 

When Dr. Zevallos completed the 
recording, he asked the captors to let 
his wife go. Mrs. Zevallos choked as she 
testified, “I just couldn’t control 
myself. When Hector asked them to 
Telease me, he began to cry. That's 
when I said, ‘Hector, I won't cry 
anymore. I will be brave for you.’ And I 
didn’t cry anymore after that.” 

During their captivity, the Zevalloses 
were given “soda, peanut butter, 
pookies and a candy bar,” Mrs. 
Zevallos testified. ‘The place was so 
hot, we had to) get air sometimes,” she 
said. It was during a trip to get fresh air 
that Mrs. Zevallos pleaded with Butch 
to spare their lives. “I told him, 
‘Please, please don’t kill us. We'll do 
anything you want us todo.’ ”

Mrs. Zevallos was then allowed to 
speak with her husband alone and she 
convinced him to say that he would stop 
doing abortions. “I told him, ‘We will 
never be released until you tell them 
that you’ll stop doing abortions.’ He 
finally agreed to tell them what they 
wanted to hear. We were at their mer- 
cy,” she stated. 

Mrs. Zevallos testified that when Dr. 
Zevallos told Butch that he would quit 
performing abortions, Butch said, ‘I’m 
glad that I don’t have to kill you. As far 
as I’m concerned, you can leave right 
now.” 

Later that night, after Butch told the 
others of Dr. Zevallos’ promise, the 
captors told the Zevaloses to remove 
their blindfolds. ‘I was so scared. I 
didn’t want to take the blindfold off. I 
thought they Were still going to kill us,” 
she said, She cried as she said, “I took it 
off and looked in his (Dr. Zevallos’) 
face. I don’t think I’ll ever forget that 
moment. I thought — he thought we 
were going to die. I don’t think I will 
ever forget my husband's face.” 

Defendant Don Benny Anderson re- 
mained motionless as Mrs. Zevallos 
identified him as one of the captors. ‘‘I 
saw him very clearly by flashlight,” 
she said. 

The blindfolds were replaced and the 
Zevalloses were put into the car, where 


* Anderson identified himself as the 


author of a 44-page, anti-abortion 
“Epistle” which he had written ‘“‘as a 
result of a revelation he had received,” 
and read parts of it to the Zevalloses. “I 
was sure that we would be released at 
this point, until the car suddenly stop- 
ped and the older one (Anderson- 
argued with us to close down the 
clinic,” she stated. 

Eventually, the Zevalloses were 
released in the parking lot of the Holi- 
day Inn at Edwardsville with the in- 
structions, ‘‘Don’t turn back and don’t 


say payenin about us.”” 
didn’t Know how long we had been 


gone,” she stated/ ‘It just seemed like 
avery long time.””, 

When defense attorney Wayne 
Schoeneberg questioned Mrs. Zevallos 
about the doctor’s promise to stop per- 
forming abortions, she admitted that 
she begged him to stop because ‘‘there 
have been bombings of clinics all over 
the country and it has been nothing but 
trouble. We were at their mercy. They 
were listening to us every moment,” 
she added. 

Mrs. Zevallos ended her testimony by 
saying, ‘‘We were threatened 
throughout the entire ordeal. My life 
will never be the same again.”” 

After the government rested its case 
and court was adjourned until 9:30 a.m. 
Thursday, Anderson's wife, Margaret, 
indicated that her husband was inno- 
cent of the indictments and that the 
Zevolloses had not suffered as much as 
they testified. ‘‘When there was no jury 
around, he (Dr. Zevallos) didn’t shed a 
tear. When he testified in front of them, 
he cried,’ she stated. “I knew that

when she got on the stand, she’d do a 
erying bit. She did a good job. She 
couldn’t have been too upset because 
she played golf two days after they 
were released,” Mrs. Anderson added. 

In a reference to her husband’s in- 
nocence, Mrs. Anderson stated, ‘‘He is 
innocent of all the indictments. The real 
issue is abortion, and they won't let 
Schoeneberg bring that up. Abortion is 
murder. I just wish that more anti- 
abortionists would be here. Where are 
the anti-abortionists?”” 

Earlier Wednesday, George D. Wynn 
of the FBI testified that Anderson’s 
fingerprint and palmprint were found 
on the 43rd page of a ransom document 
left for the FBI during the abduction. 

Fingerprints at the ammunition 
bunker where the couple was held in- 
cluded 16 of Matthew Moore, six of 
Wayne Moore, four of Dr. Zevallos and 
none of Anderson. Wayne Moore has 
pleaded guilty and his brother is still to 
be tried. 

Hess said Wayne Moore’s testimony 
was not needed at Anderson’s trial, and 
the failure to call him would not affect 
his plea bargain. 

Another FBI agent, James Orr, 
quoted Anderson as saying he was glad 
they had not hurt the Zevalloses but 
that “‘it’s not over yet.” 

Dr. Zevallos testified Tuesday that he 
and his wife spent all eight days in fear 
that they would be killed at any mo- 
ment. 

Testifying for nearly three hours, he 
said the men mentioned wanting “a 
quick $200,000 to $300,000.’’ He said it 
became clear they were fanatics when 
they told of plans to hold the couple un- 
til President Ronald Reagan declared 
an end to legalized abortions. 

He said Matthew Moore was referred 
to as Butch and that he tried to convince 
the doctor that abortions are wrong. He 
added that Butch was restless and told 
the doctor he was disturbed because he 
knew the couple had to be killed and 
that he would have to do it. 

Dr. Zevallos said he could agree to 
stop performing abortions because his 
direct involvement in the Granite City 
clinic had decreased over recent years. 

Once during the return trip to Ed- 
wardsville, Anderson stopped the car 
and threatened to return to the bunker 
uriless the clinic was to be closed im- 
mediately; he finally became convine- 
ed that legal and business problems 
would prevent instant closing, the doc- 
tor told jurors. 

Under cross-examination, he agreed 
that at least 70 abortions are performed 
at the Hope Clinic each week. Question- 
ing about pickets was barred as irrele- 
vant. 

He stressed that it is ‘‘not an abortion 
clinic; it is an outpatient facility where 
medical procedures other than abor- 
tions also are performed.” 


Dr. Zevallos said he and his wife were 
not physically harmed by the abductors 


but ‘emotionally we were harmed and 
still are.”’

The law will require 
buildings housing three or 
more dwelling units, as 
defined by the city’s zoning 
ordinance, to provide sturdy 
trash containers with tight- 
fitting lids. The containers 
will have to hold at least a 
half-cubic-yard per unit. 

According to the new law, 
the minimum three-family 
dwelling would be required 
to have a 1.5-cubic-yard con- 
tainer, equaling a container 
with about a 300-gallon 
capacity. The city trash con- 
tract limits pickups to 30- 
gallon containers. 

George Gray, owner of the 
Big G Disposal & Container 
Service, Inc., Granite City, 
said his company’s 1.5-cubic- 
yard containers measure 
about 5-feet wide and 
about 3-feet deep. 
Although Gray’s company 
provides such disposal ser- 
vices, he believes a landlord 
could circumvent com- 
merical pickups with a bit of 
work. 

A landlord might have the 
dumpster filled with trash 


bags, which he could then 
empty and take to a landfill 
site himself. 

Big G Disposal charges an 
average rate of $16 to $18 a 
month for a_ once-a-week 
pickup of a 1.5-cubic-yard 
container. 

He said the city’s con- 
tainer quantity re 
quirements per dwelling unit 
match the disposal industry 
standards. 

Aldermen Walter Milton 
and Stephen Saltich, both 
from the Sixth Ward, were 
the only two council 
members to oppose the or- 
dinance and asked Third 
Ward Alderman Car! Kittel, 
ordinance committee chair- 
man, not to suspend council 
rules against allowing the 
law to be approved on first 
reading.

Violators of the trash con- 
tainer ordinance could be 
subject to fines ranging from 
$5 to $100 for each offense. 
Each day in violation is 
counted as a separate of- 
fense.

The most obvious requirement necessary to 
make the project a success was the fifth-grade 
classroom’s southern exposure, which allows 
the full potential of the solar panel to be utilized.

Brooklyn police chief 
shoots, kills dispatcher 


The investigation into the 
death of Reginald Adams, 
29, a Brooklyn police dispat- 
cher who was fatally shot by 
Police Chief Eugene 
Douglas, 50, indicates the 
shooting may have been in 
self-defense, according to a 
spokesman for the Illinois 
Division of Criminal In- 
vestigation. 

The DCI said the incident 
occurred when Adams 
allegedly reached for a gun 
as the two were arguing at 
police headquarters, Adams 
was shot once in the chest, 
once in the right forearm 
and twice in the back. 

Douglas has not been ar- 
rested and the DCI said that 
any decision to file charges 
against the police chief 
would be made by the St. 
Clair County State’s At- 
torney after the investiga- 
tion is complete. 

Adams was not on duty at 
the time and officials had not 
determined why he was arm- 
ed and at the police station 
when the shooting occurred 
The two men apparently 
were arguing over a past 
disagreement of some sort, 
witnesses sa 

The shooting is not the {irst 
time a Brooklyn police chief 
has been involved in such an 
incident. Douglas took over 
as police chief in 1979 after 
his brother, Raymond, left 
the position during the in- 
vestigation of a blackjack 
beating of a 23-year-old 
woman arrested on a traffic 
charge that was later drop- 


ped. The beating occurred in 
City Hall and Douglas was 
fined $500 and. served two 
months of a one-year term 


after the incident 
Another former police 


chief, Frank Skinner, was 
acquitted in 1975 after 
Pleading self-defense in the 
shooting of Special 
Policeman James Bollinger 
with a riot gun only hours 
after Skinner. was named 
chief. 

Skinner said at the time 
that he shot Bollinger as the 
policeman reached for a 
sawed-off carbine while 
Skinner was trying to disarm 
him and take his police 
credentials. 

Skinner's appointment by 
city officials was an attempt 
to control a special police 
unit of eight men designed to 
protect Brooklyn from East 


St. Louis militants. 

Raymond Douglas took 
over for Skinner. On April 28, 
1981, he was ordered to serve 
two months of a one-year 
prison term in connection 
with a federal extortion 
charge in which thousands of 
dollars of bail-bond receipts 
were missing. He pleaded 
guilty to the charge. 

Douglas also- argued self- 
defense in the Aug. 11, 1979, 
shooting of Anderson A. 
Young, 33, of St. Louis 
Charges were never filed in 
the incident. Douglas said 
that Young reached for a gun 
as he was being questioned 
outside a Brooklyn disco. 

In addition to the Douglas 
brothers, their father and 
uncle also have served as 
police chief in Brooklyn, a 
town of 1,700.

Nameoki is taking energy, 
weatherization aid forms

for the Press-Record. 

Nameoki Township. of- 
ficials will accept 
weatherizaion applications 
along with the energy ap- 
plications, .Harry Briggs. 
township supervisor, told 
town board officials Monday 
night. The weatherization 
grants will come’ from the 
Economic Opportunities 
Commission (EOC) and con- 
tractors designated by the 
EOC will weatherize eligible 
homes by installing storm 
windows, caulking, and in 
sulation. 

In a letter to the board 
Mary Damron, director of 
weatherization for the EOC, 
estimated that 682 persons 
received weatherization 
assistance in 1982 and she 
projected that approximate- 
jy the same number of 
benefits in 1983, 

Approximately 300 per 
sons have received energy 
assistance since township of 

icials began accepting ap- 
plications on Jan. 4. Ac 
cording to Briggs, money 
still is available for the 
energy applications. ‘‘The 
EOC hasn’t told us to stop ac- 
cepting applications, so 
there’s obviously money left 
in the program,” Briggs 
stated. 

As with the energy ap- 
plications, petitioners must 
present proof of income to 
receive weatherization 
assistance. 

In other business, Briggs 
informed town: board of- 
ficials of -a suit filed by 
Granite City against the 
Nameoki Township concern- 
ing nonpayment for am- 
bulance service. The suit 
alleges that the township 
owes Granite City $1,431 for 
use of Granite City’s am- 
bulance service, but 
township officials argue that 
they are not bound to pay for 
the services cited in the suit 

“We were billed $1,350 for 
people who used the am- 
bulance service and don't 
_even live in this township,” 
Briggs explained. ‘They 
claim that we owe $691 in re- 
tainer fees since July, but 
the fact is, we never entered 
into a contract with Granite 
City and, therefore, don't 
owe them any retainer 
fees,” Briggs stated. 

Briggs alleges that 
Granite City actually owes 
money to Nameoki 
Township. “We have a list of 
names. of people who paid 
Granite City for the service, 
but Granite City turned 
around and took our money 
for the same people. In reali- 
ty, they owe us $1,025 in this 
situation,” Briggs said. 

Briggs indicated that the 
tewn board had voted 
against the contract’ ‘and 
could not be held responsible 
for the charges incurred by 
non-residents. “‘We showed 
good faith and paid our bills 
to Granite City. Maybe 
they'll show good faith and 
drop this suit,” he added. 

Town board officials also 
approved two resolutions is- 
suing $40,000-in tax anticipa- 
tion warrants. Board 
Member Helen Hawkins was 
the only member to vote 
against the resolutions, 
which will provide $20,000 to 
the town fund and $20,000 on 
Illinois Municipal Retire- 
ment Fund. Mrs. Hawkins 


argued that board members 
had made changes in policy 
to eliminate the use of tax 
anticipation warrants. “We 
set up a system for local tax 
collection’ and made provi- 
sions in the budget to cover 
expenses,"’ Mrs. Hawkins 
stated. The interest on 
these warrants is extremely 
high and we should avoid 
them altogether,” she add- 
ed. 

The warrants will enable 
the township to meet the 
payroll through mid-March, 
when tax funds ‘should be 
available. 

Highway Commissioner 

rank Mehelic came under 
fire when board members 
questioned a billing for two 


batteries which were pur- 
chased for the salt spreader 
and street sweeper. Trustee 
Joe Garcia questioned the 
need for a battery in the 
street sweeper, which is 
never used during the 
winter. When Mehelic ex- 
plained that the battery is 
needed to move the machine 
around in storage, Trustee 
Lee Adams alleged that 12 
batteries have been bought 
in the last year to service 
eight pieces of equipment. 


Mehelic indicated that all 
batteries were used in 
township vehicles.

Letters and applications 
were mailed Jan. 7 to ap- 
proximately 1,100. com- 
munities in Llinois that are 
eligible for the 50-50 mat- 
ching funds, which are to be 
used for organization, equip- 
ment and training needs 
Communities of fewer than 
10,000 people and multi- 
community fire districts 
made up of several small 
communities, none of which 
exceed 10,000 people, may 
apply for a grant, Mickelson 
said 


Funds for the grant 
awards are appropiated 
under the Cooperative 
Forestry Assistance Act. of 
1978 (formerly Title IV of the 
1972 Rural Development 
Act). Provisions of the 
Cooperative Forestry 
Assistance Act are 
aministered nationally by 
the U.S. Forest Service and 
within the state by the 
department of Conservation 

While formal notification 
has not been received, DOC 
officials expect to receive 
about $117,900 approx- 
imately the same. as last 
year's allocation and 10 per- 
cent lower than the 1981 
figure-to distribute to 45 to 50 
qualified rural fire depart- 
ments. Nationally, approx. 
imately $3.1 million will be 
appropriated for the Rural 
Fire Protection program 
State allocations are based 
on the number of eligible 
communities located in each 
state. Illinois’ share of the 
federal money is the fourth 
highest in the nation 

Mickelson emphasized 
that the Department does 
not keep any of the allotment 
for administrative purposes, 
although federal law entitles 
the agency to use 10 percent 
of the funds for administra- 
tion. 

Emphasis for 1983 grants 
will be on the formation of 
new fire departments, multi- 
community projects conver- 
ting federal excess vehicles 
for fire fighting purposes 
and on purchasing and in- 


re departments 


stalling communications 
equipment 

“The uses to which small 
fire departments put these 
grants are of great value to 
conservation,"’ Mickelson 
said. “In northern [linois, 
control of wild fires, which 
could claim vast amounts of 
our forest resources, 
depends almost totally on 
local fire districts. In 
southern Illinois, which is 
heavily forested in some 
areas, Department and U.S 
Forest Service fire-fighting 
personnel are assisted 
tremendously by fire depart- 
ments and fireprotection 
districts.”

Supreme Court 
overturns conviction 


onreckless 


The reckless homicide 
conviction of Jimmy L. 
Creek, 47, of the 2100 block of 
Louisa Street, was reversed 
the Illinois Supreme 
Court Monday and a convic-, 
tion for driving while intox- 
icated (DWI) was remanded 
for an appellate court 
review. 

The ruling is the latest in 
judicial decision involving a 
Nov. 19, 1978, traffic acci- 
dent in which Faye Agnes 
Lee, 64, of Granite City, was 
killed and three others in- 
jured. Justice Kobert C. 
Underwood wrote the court’s 
opinion on the case, terming 
it “procedurally confused.” 

Original charges of im- 
proper lane usage and DUI 
were dropped,- pending in- 
vestigation of felony 
charges. Creek later was 
charged in an state’s at- 
torney’s informational docu- 
ment with reckless 
homicide. 

Circuit Judge P.J. O'Neill, 
who was then an associate 
judge, dismissed the 
reckless homicide charge in 
January, 1979, because the 
Illinois State Police failed to 
send a trooper to 
preliminary hearings 
scheduled two weeks apart. 
Because the charge was 
dropped “with prejudice,” it 
was allowed to be introduced 
later and Creek was indicted 
by a Madison County.Grand 
Jury in February, 1979.

TB still 
a threat

As recently as 60 years 
ago, more people died from 
tuberculosis than from any 
other disease. We don’t hear 
much about TB anymore. Is 
it a disease of the past? 

The answer to that begins 
with the introduction of drug 
therapy in the 1940s, continu- 
ing improvements in drugs, 
new treatment techniques 
and advancements in 
medical knowledge. 

Since the beginning of the 
1900s, the number of deaths 
from tuberculosis has 
decreased by more than 99 
percent. 

Unfortunately, because of 
the progress that has been 
made, many people believe 
TB is no longer a public 
health problem. But even 
with all our progress, tuber- 
culosis is still the second 
leading cause of death from 
infectious disease in the 
United States. 

In Illinois, more than 1,600 
new cases were reported last 
year. 

Tuberculosis is an infec- 
tion which usually attacks 
the lungs,, but it can also be 
carried by the blood stream 
to other body organs such as 
the kidneys and brain, or the 
spinal cord. 

When the disease is in the 
contagious stage, the 
bacteria are forcefully ex- 
pelled from the lungs, usual- 
ly by coughing. 

Most of the larger con- 
taminated drops of moisture 
fall to the ground 

‘The small ones can dry up 
and stay suspended in the 
air. But even if these are in- 
haled, they may be filtered 
‘out by the hairs in the nose or 
washed out of the body by 
the body fluids. 

“Tuberculosis is not spread 
through the handling of 
dishes, linens, clothing, food 
or other such items. 

The air inside your home, 
school or office, if not pro- 
perly ventilated, may re- 
main contaminated even 
when a person with tuber- 
culosis is away. If a suscepti 
ble person shares this 
enclosed space for a period 
of time, he can become in- 
fected. 

A susceptible person is so- 
meone whose body is 
already run down for some 
other reason, It could also be 


a person who inhaled the 
bagteria into his lungs where 


they found the heat and ox- 
ygen they need to thrive. 

the. body's’ natural 
defenses against disease 
cannot kill the bacteria, the 
body tries to seal them off 
with scar-like tissue. If this 
works, the bacteria may be 
sealed away and remain in- 
active for a long time. 

Many people who get TB 
today may have had the 
bacteria in their bodies a 
long time. The bacteria re- 
mains walled up in tiny, hard 
capsules until the person 
gets sick from another il- 
Iness and the body's 
resistance is lowered. 

The tuberculosis bacteria 
then break out of their cap- 
sules and start to multiply, 
and the disease becomes ac- 
tive. 

A single exposure to so- 
meone with active TB usual- 
ly doesn't result in an infec- 
tion in another person. It 
formally takes exposure 
ever a prolonged period of 
‘time, such as that at home 
among /family members. or 
among ¢tudents and teacher 
ina classroom.

Schools use modified accrual budgeting plan 


How good are Granite City 
school financial records? 
Excellent, in the opinion of 
Norman S. Owea, director of 
finance, who says modified 
accrual accounting is utiliz- 
ed. 

The school district’s staff 
not only has mastered its 
present procedures but also 
is on the verge of putting vir- 
tually all of its business 
records on a computer, 
Owca said. Faster and more 
complete reports on spen- 
ding and fund balances are 
slated. 

He comments, ‘I feel the 
current budget is sound in 
accord with proper 
budgetary procedures. The 
projected borrowing, now 
$3,150,000, has been ‘on 
target.’ 

“I see no reason for a 
change in budget estimates 
for this year, except for 
known changes in expected 
revenues. 

“It is important to unders- 
tand four terms—budget, 
audit, cash basis and accrual 
basis. 

“BUDGET. The Board of 
Education designates the ad- 
ministration to prepare a 
plan of financial operation, 
including an estimate of pro- 
posed expenses for a fiscal 


year and the proposed 
means of financing 


them—including revenue 
projections, tax levies and 
borrowing measures. 

“AUDIT, The Board of 
Education employs a cer- 
tified accounting firm to ex- 
amine its records and 
documents, and to secure 
other evidence for one or 
more of the following pur- 

SES: 

“1. Determining that pro- 
posed or completed expenses 
were proper. 

“2. Making certain that all 
expenses and revenues have 
been recorded. 

“3. Deciding whether ex- 
penses and revenues are ac- 
curately recorded in the pro- 
per accounts and funds. 

“4. Issuing a written 
report comparing what has 
been budgeted and what 
really happened, with an opi- 
nion on the results of the 
district's operation. 

“CASH BASIS. This is an 
accounting system under 
which income is recorded on- 
ly when actually received, 
and expenses are recorded 
only when made. 

“ACCRUAL BASIS. This 
is the basis of accounting 
under which reve.-.-2s are 
recorded when ear.ied or 
when tax levies are made to 
collect money. Expenses are 
recorded as soon as they 
result in liabilities, which 
are known as debts that 
must be paid. 

“Sometimes this term, ac- 
crual basis, is used in a 
limited sense to denote the 
recording of revenues earn- 
ed but not yet due, such as in- 
terest earned on savings or 


investments—and the recor- 
ding of expenses which 


result in debts that are paid 
in another accounting period 
or year. 

“An example of these 
types of expenses would be 
teacher wages earned dur- 
ing the school year but only 
partially paid in that school 
year, with the rest paid dur- 
ing the summer months of 
July and August following 
the end of the school year 
June 30,"’ Owea explained. 

“The Granite City school 
district’s budget is prepared 
on both a cash basis and an 
accrual basis, which is call- 
ed modified accrual basis. 
This is done so that the 
Board of Education can 
manage the funds and ex- 
penses in the best interest of 
the district. 


“By use of the modified ac- 
crual basis of accounting, 
the board can project what 


the balance of each fund will 
be at the end of the year, and 


also estimate the cash needs 
during the year. 

“In addition, there are 
always certain amounts of 
estimated expenses that 
must be vrovided for in a 
budget when the actual 
amounts are not known on 
the date the budget is 
adopted. 

“A few examples would be 
pending workmen’s compen- 
sation claims for employees 
injured on the job, health 
benefits, heat and electric 
costs, and substitute 
employees for those who are 
sick. In preparing a budget, 
one must make provisions 
for unexpected expen- 
ditures, too. 

“Keeping in mind that a 
budget is a financial plan 
which must provide for 
known and unexpected ex- 
penses, there are and will be 
differences of opinion on how 
a budget should be prepared. 


“But what should be ex- 
plained is that if a budget is 
too restrictive or limited, it 
could be possible that some 


unexpected expenses occur 
and Pie adopted budget 


could be totally overspent. 


“Normally, a budget is 
presented to the Board of 
Education in August and 
adopted in September. Since 
we are going to be borrowing 
into second-year warrants 
this year against 1984 real 
estate tax collections, a 
budget for the 1983-84 school 
year and tax levies must be 
adopted by the board prior to 
the end of this school year. 


“The current plan is to 
present to the board a ten- 
tative new budget and pro- 
posed new tax levies at the 
Feb. 15 meeting. 

“After public display for 
30 days, the hearing and 
adoption of this tentative 
budget at the end of March 
will enable us to continue 
borrowing for the remainder 
of this school year. 

“As more known facts 
become available for the 
1983-84 year, we can prepare 
an amended budget. 

“On the income side, a 
board of education must not 
only consider future income 
but must be concerned with 
what money will actually be 
received in cash during the 
current year to meet ex- 
penses. 

“Things that have happen- 
ed to the district in 1982-83 in- 
clude notification in July of a 
decrease in money sent from 
corporate replacement 
taxes. The difference from 
the state’s previous estimate 
is in excess of $600,000. 

“In August, another large 
sum, more than $700,000, 
was lost in the form: of 
notification by the state that 
it will be sending less state 
aid money. 

“On Jan. 6, 1983, the state 
informed us it is going to 
reduce state aid by yet 
another $213,456 and reduce 
our income in various other 
categories and programs. 


“The state government in- 
dicates that, if the economy 
does not, turn around, future 
reductions in income to 
school systems could be 
made this spring. 

“Consequently, certain 
reductions in expenditures 


must now be made. This is 
also noted in the audit opi- 
nion issued by the district's 
certified public accountants, 
Pat, Marwick, Mitchell & 
Co. 

“The accountants noted a 
fund deficit of $3,382,153 at 
June 30, 1982, for the general 
operating funds—the educa- 
tion fund and the operations, 


building and maintenance 
fund. his deficit was 


$2,848,413 worse than on 
June 30, 1981. 

“Peat, Marwick, Mitchell 
& Co. on Sept. 10, 1982, pro- 
jected—by June 30, 1983—an 
additional increase in the 
general operating funds’ 
deficit of approximately 
$5,100,000. 

“The accountants said, ‘In 
order to continue its opera- 
tions, the district will be re- 
quired to. incur additional 
borrowings and-or take ac- 
tions to bring its expen- 
ditures in line with its 
revenues.’ 

“The overestimate of in- 
come is approximately the 
same as the overestimate of 
expenses. 

“This year’s budget is as 
sound as last year’s budget, 
when our debt was within 
$90,000 of our projection and 
borrowing was within 
$200,000 of projections. 

“It is a sign of prudent 
management when you 
reduce your expenses as you 
discover that your estimated 
income will be lower. 

“An additional sign of pru- 
dent management is that 
this district has operated the 
schools over the five-year 
period of 1976-81 on an 
average of $500,000 less than 
other unit districts in I- 
linois.”” 


Chamber will consult SIMAPC, — - 
then lobby for area drainage help 


The Tri-Cities Area 
Chamber of Commerce 
Sewer and Drainage Com- 
mittee has decided to consult 
with the Southwestern Il- 


linois Metropolitan and 
Regional Planning Commis- 


sion (SIMARPC) before lob- 
bying legislators to fund a 
comprehensive drainage 
project here. 

As a result of December’s 
heavy rains, the committee 
surveyed its members last 
week about reoccurring area 
drainage problems. 
Members then decided to 
formulate an area-wide 
drainage improvement ef- 
fort and to seek political sup- 
port for it. 

Chairman Wilbert 
Engelke said he hopes that 
government officials on the 
state and national level can 


be convinced to meet with 
the committee and eventual- 


ly help funnel funds into the 
area for drainage improve- 
ment 

Walter ‘‘Shang 
Greathouse, president of the 
Metro-East Sanitary 
District, which is involved in 
the surface drainage of 
heavy rains, emphasized the 
importance of a unified ap- 
Proach to the problem by 
pointing out that a township, 
such as Nameoki, could not 
finance its own needed 
drainage projects. ‘‘We need 
outside money,” Greathouse 
said. “That's the only solu- 
tion.” 

Engelke said he would like 
to set up a conference, that 
includes the “U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, 
legislators and whoever is 
necessary to do whatever is 
necessary to do something 
about the flood situation.”’ 

Chouteau Township Super- 


visor Walter “Dick” Spark 
asked the committee to first 
meet with a representative 
from SIMAPC, a. regional 
planning agency that pro- 
vides technical planning. 
“They can do a lot of good,” 
Sparks explained. 

Sparks reminded 
members they will need a 
workable drainage plan to 
promote, before meeting 
with legislators. He feels 
that SIMAPC might already 
have data on tap concerning 
drainage problems here. The 
committee then decided to 
invite a SIMAPA speaker to 
its next meeting Feb. 21. 

Despite the continuing 
drainage problems, Engelke 
said, municipalities have 
made some drainage strides. 
“We had a lot of rain and 
water in December, but 
other years (drainage pro- 
blems) have been a lot 
worst,” he said. “‘So, we 
know improvements have 
been made.” 

Greathouse said the 
sanitary district pumped 15 
billion gallons of water out of 
the area in the month of 
December. 

At the meeting, the 1982-83 
committee appointments 
made including Engelke, 
Sparks, Greathouse, Granite 
City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer, Nameoki Township 
Supervisor Harry Briggs, 
Richard ' Buenger, Helen 
Christich with the sanitary 
district, Venice Township 
Supervisor Christ Pashoff, 
Press-Record Editor Gary 
Schneider and Granite City 
Superintendent of . Streets 
Mac Warfield. 

Granite City Steel will be 
represented by Terrence 
Seabolt and Robert 
Ruebhasen. 


Representatives of 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville and the 
Madison County Sanitary 
Sewer District also will be 
seated.
